Hold Open House July 9 


The Baha’is of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre will joint their fellow 
boliovers in moi'o than 
70,000 communities around 
the world in observing on 
July 9th the anniversary of 
ihe martrydom of one of the 
central figures of their 
faith — the Bab. 

In commemoration of this 
event, the Baha’is of Sierra 
Madro will host an open 
house on Saturday, July 10, 
8 p.m. at the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Michael Furst, 145 
E. Grandview Ave., Sierra 
Madre. A film entitled “Out 
of God’s Eternal Ocean” will 
be shown, which portrays 
the historical background of 
the Baha’i Faith. An infor¬ 
mal discussion will follow. 
Mifza Ali Muhammad, a 
Persian youth of 25 years 
who took the title of the 
Bab, or Gate, prepared the 
way for the later unfold- 
ment of the Baha’i Faith. 
From IS-il until his death ip 
1850, ho urged his followers 
to develop distinctive spiri 
tual and moral characters, 
and to prepare for the ad¬ 
vent of the Lord of the Age. 

As Persians from every 
walk of life eagerly ro- 
spondee! to the Bab’s reli¬ 
gion, ecclesiastical and tem¬ 
poral leaders became increa¬ 
singly alarmed. The Bab 


was jailed and moved to an 
extremity of the realm. Tlu; 
masses were encouraged to 
attack the adherents of this 
new movement. Approxi¬ 
mately 20,000 of the Bab's 
followers were put to death. 
Convinced finally that only 
the execution of the Bab 
himself would quel! the bur¬ 
geoning movement, tiie 
authorities approved the 
death sentence. On July 9, 
18.50, the Bab, who was then 
30 years old, was mar¬ 
tyred by firing squad in a 
public square in Tab r i z, 
Iran, with thousan d s of 
people looking on. 

In 1863, Baha’u’llah, the 
founder of the Baha’i faith, 
announced that he was the 
one whose advent the Bab 
h a d foretold. Baha’u’llah 
stressed the urgent need for 
social reforms as well as 
spiritual regeneration. The 
primary teaching of the 
Baha’s faith is that man¬ 
kind is one and must unite 
on a world scale to achieve 
Ihe goals every divine edu¬ 
cator has voiced. 

The remains of the Bab 
are interred in the World 
Center of the Baha'i Faith 
outside Haifa, Israel, in a 
beautiful golden - d O'm e d 
shrine on Mt. Carmel. The 
anniversary of his martryr- 
dom is observed each year 
by P.aha’s around the world.

marketing oil? Most of our 
experience shows that eco¬ 
nomic functions are most 
clieaply done by integrated 
units. When it comes to 
finding fuel is going to be 
harder and it’s going to cost 
much more.

From the standpoint of 
the national intere s t, it 
would seem like the bigger 
(.ur companies are the more 
effectively they should be 
able to represent ,us against 
other world forces.

and earnings. Do you know' 
an explanation for this 
drop? 

A. — You have probably 
read in the pai)er recently 
that the Federal Reserve ha.s 
lightened the money supply 
and this has led to a slight 
increase in interest rates. 
There are many people who 
believe such a move is detri¬ 
mental to stock prices he. 
cause higher interest rates 
on various types of money 
instroments tend to draw 
money from the stock mar¬ 
ket into those kinds of in¬ 
struments. The two stocks 
that you hold are in the 
group of stocks which are 
considered to be particularly 
“interest rate sensi t i v e.” 
That is, because so many 
people buy them because 
they can be counted on to 
pay their dividend regularly 
through good times and bad. 
However, when investors sec 
an opportunity to get a 
higher rate of return in firm 
dollar investments they tend 
to sell or invest loss in the 
stocks such as you hold. This 
switch of favor by investors 
reduces the demand for 
stocks and consoqu e n 11 y 
their price tends to fall. The 
reaction of investors comes 
very quickly at this time be¬ 
cause of the great interest 
rate fluctuation we have had 
in recent years. 

This time it is my guess 
that the interest rate change 
will not be severe and that 
the effect on stock prices 
will not last long. The move

The $40,000 homeowners 
exemption also throws an 
umbrella over the mobile 
homeowner in case they lose 
their battle to remain under 
the Motor Vehicle Depart 
ment’s method of taxing. 
Under this initiative petition, 
the mobile horn e o w n e r 
(average) wo,uld be tax free. 
The tax rate would be 
frozen at two per cent for 
the residential property and 
214 per cent for all other 
property. In both cases, the 
tax would be lower than the 
state average 

There would be an in¬ 
crease of tax revenue from 
what is now non-taxable 
property under questionable 
“non-profit rackets dis¬ 
guised as church property” 
when, in fact, the income is 
derived from commercial 
and industrial enterprises 
and accrues to the benefit 
of a small group of owners. 

Another source of revenue 
is produced by bringing “All 
Property” up to the 1976 
"fair market assessment.”

This is a far cry from 
bureaucratic press,urcs put 
on the County Tax Assessor 
by an cver-increasing de¬ 
mand for more and more 
money to finance further 
govormental growth that is 
not needed. In fact, this ini¬ 
tiative is endorsed by sev'- 
eral California County Tax 
Assessors. 

The proponents and sup¬ 
porters of this petition have 
been examining the propo¬ 
sals of political candidates 
as to their views on how to 
reduce property taxes. The 
politicians are unanimous in 
their views that the “only- 
way to curb tax inflation is 
I0 stop spending.” None 
have ever been able to point 
to an example where this has 
been done. Tliis initiative 
offers the only war to auib 
spending and its consequen¬ 
tial increase in property 
taxes is to “Tighten the 
purse strings, period.” Also, 
place a three-quarters vote 
requirement on tax in¬ 
creases. Another oustanding 
benefit of this petition is the 
hidden effect it will have on 
overall inflation. 

When a state the size of 
California (21 million peo¬ 
ple) put the brakes on in¬ 
flation, it will have a dom¬ 
ino effect In the economy 
in the direction of slowing 
inflation. The initia t i v e 
leaves the matter of school 
financing intact. Does not 
abrogate societies duty to 
higher education, hut does 
encourage fiscal responsi¬ 
bility in that department. 
The tax laws of S.R. 90 are 
left intact. 

The San Francisco Exam¬ 
iner and Chronicle (Alan 
Cline), page 4, May 2, 1976, 
had this to say; "For the 
homeowners, the proposal, 
sponsored by the Associated 
California Taxpayers, would 
be a big money - saver.”

CHP To Enforce 
All Fire Laws 

Due to this year’s drouth 
and the resulting extreme 
fire hazard predicted 
throughout the state during 
the summer vacation 
months. Commissioner Glen 
Craig said California High¬ 
way Patrol employees will 
take “extraordinary mea¬ 
sures” to prevent fore s t 
and brush fires and will co¬ 
operate to the “maximum 
extent po.ssible with the 
State Division of Forestry.” 

Craig said CHP officers 
have been instructed to ho 
“especially vigorous in the 
enforcement of fire preven¬ 
tion laws and regulations on 
the highways,” such as the 
law against throwing burn¬ 
ing material from vehicles 
and similar violations. 

Comma n d e r s of CHP 
field offices were instructed 
to brief all employees on 
the need to adopt “alert, 
aggressive actions and pro¬ 
cedures to observe, report 
and suppress any and all 
fires.” Area commanders 
were also urged to stress 
the importance of fire safe¬ 
ty during traffic safety pro¬ 
grams conducted by CHP 
officers, and to brief all em¬ 
ployees in fire-safe actions 
and procedures. 

Craig noted that during 
1975, on state and federal 
lands, in California, there 
were 12,520 wildfires which 
burned 239,000 acres. With 
brush and forested areas 
unusually dry this year it 
will take "special precau¬ 
tions to prevent a worse re¬ 
cord in 1976.”

Such con¬ 
duct is the ultimate in the "arrogance of power.” It 
hapiK-ns mostly when a politician has been so long in 
pcnver he develops an insolent disregard of both law 
and morals. 

It i.s sad these days to hear it said, that such cases 
as the Wayne Hays case, is only one of hundreds of 
similar eases in Washington. We are .st'eing positive proof 
that pcAver corrupts and that absolute power corrupts ab- 
.sohitely. The best thing we the people can do this bi- 
i>entennial year, is to clean our government house from 
top to bottom. 

Tax revolution: A new kind of revolution is brewing 
in the United States. It is basically a revolution of the 
taxpayers against the taxsperiitters. It is a revolution bc'- 
tw'ee.n the wage earning producers of private industry and 
those entrenched in the public bureaucracies of govern¬ 
ment, protected by elected public officials and public

It is a revolution against the illegal u.st> of raw, dic¬ 
tatorial oppresive power, enforced by faceless, unelccted 
public officials, who create impo.ssible rules to bind the 
American people down with chains, and force them to

.Most of the Constitutional protections of Americans 
who are not in the law breaking category have been 
whittled away. Today no one really remembers what free¬

0\'er twenty years ago the federal bureaucracy began 
to build the greatest governmental sup<'r.structure of all 
time. That was when the enormous pow'er of organized 
labor got its start, when social engineering became a 
costlv and burgeoning way of life in the U.S. Government, 
w'hen the concealed authority took on the force of law, 
when a once controlling Congress meekly surrendered its

Today the army of federal, .state and l<x;al govc'rn- 
ment numbers 14,000,000. This army has forced the co.st 
of education, manpower, health and income maintenance 
from $79 a year to $255 billion a year in the last ten 
yc'ars. This tact brings on the question of whether man 
has the ability to govern him.self. 

A national tax strike could well bring common .sense 
back to the United States and hopefully forestall a far 
more catastrophic remedy.
